THE SITUATION IN A NUTSHELL 


But it is not duty-free Cuban sugar that is proposed, only a 
reduction of from 25 to 40 per cent of the existing duties. So 
much the less reason why there should be fear that our domes- 
tie growers would be hurt. The probable effect, and in my 
opinion virtually the only effect, of a reduction of say 25 per 
cent for Cuba’s benefit would be to enable the Cubans to get 
so much more for their output and the price of sugar in our 
market would not be appreciably affected. 

If the Cubans are to secure a reduction and then turn right 
round and give it away by cutting prices, they will gain no ad- 
vantage by the concession which they so earnestly seek. It 
does not stand to reason that they will do so. They will sell 
their sugar for all they ean get, and for not a cent less, and 
then, as now, they will have to meet the European producer 
in open competition. American refiners will have to depend 
to a large extent upon the European crop for their stock of 
raw sugar, and if the Cubans undersell the Europeans at all 
it will be by such a slight margin as to have no noticeable 
effect upon the average price of refined sugar in our markets.
